households where the resources would 
otherwise be deplorably limited. A few- 
years ago it was possible for the mer- 
chant In evergreens lo secure all thi- 
trces he desired within a radius oC ICO 
miles of New Tork city, this city hnv- 
Ing always been the distributing polnl 
for the greenery trade. The New Ens- 
land farmer used to be happy enougl 
to have the tree gatherers clear hlr 
scrub land for him, but now he usual]} 
charges these tree gatherers $2 per hun- 
dred for all the trees they take from 
his farm and insists on their cutting all 
standing brush, clean and clear, in- 
stead of selecting, as was once done, 
only the most perfect growths. 


Today the finest Christmas trees comr 


from Maine. They are brought to Mcv 
York lied in bundles, 7W bundles Bolnj 
to a car and sometimes 100 carloads li 
a train. 
A goodly supply of pine comes alF 


from • New Hampshire, and some atti 
comes from up on the Hudson. One a 
the chief centers for dressed Cbrlstmnt 
greens, however. Is Now Jersey.' For 
many years that section of the stale 
which lies between Keyport nnd .lames- 
burg, just south of the Rarltan river, 
has been a territory devoted to this 
trade. Here the raw material that Is 
gathered from all the states along the 
Atlantic coast Is worked up Into deco- 
rative designs, such as wreaths nnd ev- 
ergreen ropes. This work begins In Sep- 
tember at the time when the balsam Is 
gathered and before It has time to get 
too dry. It ts slacked around the sheds 
find outhouses tn which the work of 
"making" Christmas greenery Is car- 
ried on. This work Is a very congenial 
occupation. It Is a sort of community ; 
Industry, carried on chiefly by clusters . 
of families, although some of Ihe incr-I 
chants employ outside "hands," gather- 
Ing them up from the towns In the 
neighborhood. Most of (he help consists 
of women nnd well grown children. The j 
beginning of operations is always wel- i 
comed by the cental-country people, not i 
only because of the revenue it brings to! 
the family coffers, but also on account 
of Us social features. Their busy little 
workshops seem very much like a New 
England sewing circle, the workers sit- 
ting around in conversion, exchanging 
all the gossip'of the countryside. 


As a general rule these women are 


paid by the piece, getting 7- or 8 cents n 
dozen for wreaths and 25 cents a dozen ! 
for the larger pieces, such as anchors ' 
and crosses. Some of the women mpke| 
n3 much as II.SO a day at this work. 
Once a week. Tvhen the work Is at Us 
height, an Impromptu dance Is held in 
one of the larger workshops, the young 
Ilshermen and boatmen of the neigh- 
borhood being Invited to take part in 
the merrymaking. 


It is for making the Christmas "rop- 


ing" that most of the greens are us-eil, 
Immense quantities being demanded for 
church decoration alone. 
One large 


New York departmental store last year 
placed an order for four miles of It, all 
of which was used In the decoration of 
the big store. This roping Is usually 
made of the refuse of balsam and heni- 
lock. 


Kut pine and hemlock and balsam 


are not the only things necessary for 
Christmas decorations. Holly and mis- 
tletoe and lauref are Rtlll essential to 
ChrlstmnPtide, while the varfous club 
mosses of Florida, everlasting, bitter- 
sweet and Jersey cape flowers seem to . 
lie growing In popular favor. 


Mistletoe, of course, if .supposed to! 


come frmn merry old Kngland, 'but the 
frict is that very little Is imported from 
that country. 
In the old days In England It was a ! 


lime honored custom for the housemaid 
to ask for' holly from the manservant, ' 
nnd with this holly she would decorate 
her master's hall. 
If the manservant , 


declined or In any way neglected to pro- 
vide her with the holly. It was the 
maid's Tuletide privilege to appropriate 
a pair of his august breeches and n n U ] 
up the same in some place where they 
would be displayed to the cold blasts 
of the December wind, usually on the 
gatepost leading to the highway. This, 
naturally, caused Ihe poor manservant 
much embarrassment and In future 
years served to jag hla memory regard- 
ing the necessary armful of holly.

Among most of Ihe many and very 


different races domiciled In Algeria It 
is customary to carry the urtde over 
the threshold of her husbantl's-aiwell- 
ln&. Indeed we find this peculiar mar- 
riage custom all over the world and re- 
cords] at all times. In old Home, from 
whose pagan rites so ninny of all civi- 
lization's marriage customs come, iht- 
bride was carried home with proces- 
sional, with song1, of voice and song of 
Jlutc, and when home (her tmsbar.d's 
home) was readied slic was lifted over 
Ha threshold, and not even Ihe lieni 
of her garment was allowed to llutter 
against the lintel of tho door. Jn some 
isolated parts of Japan and in vast dis- 
tricts of China this custom prevails. We 
fmd it also In Persia and Syria, In Tur- 
key, In A list r [a and in several other 
corners of Europe. We find it in Abys- 
sinia and amonrc the Indians of this 
continent. 


Of the very many explanations given 


of the origin of this custom three seem 
the most reasonable. The first of these 
explanations and the most generally 
accepted is that it is purely a survival 
of actual marriage by capture, \vh<»n 
the hride had to be carried In by fore*-. 
The second explanation teaches th.it 
the bride IK lifted into her nuw house 
lost she stumble- at its threshold, \rhirh 
would be, or at least look, a very bad 
omen and which she, betn? shy nnd 
embarrassed, might lack tho ready wit 
of William the Conqueror to disallow. 
The ihJril cxpUmatton— and it se^mp 
the most reasonable and is voted "for 
by Brand Jn his very carefully written 
"Popular Antiquities of Great Br'itain" 
—is that tho Romans thought It, as the 
Chinese nrnl many other peoples think 
today, coarse and unniaidenly for the 
newly maOo wife to appear wilting to 
enter her husband's houre, and hence 
the necessity of lifting the reluctant 
maiden over the Important threshold. 


We find a very strange custom In Tu- 


nis and other parts of Algeria, The 
lirlde walks into her new home, fol- 
lowing hor husband, who goes In back- 
v.-anJ, holding out to her a sharp knife, 
upon the blade of which she rests her 
fingers as she and he move across tht* 
threshold. The best reputed authorUif-n 
upon the sociology of north Africa note 
this custom, but refrain from explain- 
Ini? it. It probably means that the wife 
who presumes to approach her lord 
more nearly than ho allows or to fol- 
low him with any uncertain fool fall 
will cut her fingers. 


The Kabyle women of north Africa 


are very handsome and are handsomely 
treated. The Kabyles arc- monogamists 
ns well in practice as in theory. 
!ri his 


very readable "Mountain J.ifo In Alge- 
ria" Mr. Barclay gives tho following 
vivid and authentic description of a 
KaTiyle wedding: 


"The bridegroom had gone to fotnh 


his bride, and T waited with many oth- 
ers beside a stream that (lowed at th« 


foot of the village for his return. Sud- 
denly we heard the sound of pipes and 
saw the marriage procession streaming 
from the summit of n. neighboring hill 
nnd then lose Itself among the trees. 
A few minutes later It issued from the 
avenue near us and ascended a slope 
toward the bridegroom's house. "First 
cume the pipers, then the bride, muflled 
up in a veil, riding a mule led by her 
lover. 
AH well oa I could Judge, she 


was very youngr, almost a child. Then 
fame a 
bevy of gorgeously dressed 


damsels, sparkling with silver orna- 
ments, 
followed by ii crowd of her 


friends and Knbyte Dick and Harry. 


"In front of the bridegroom's house 


the procession stopped, the girl's friends 
lined both sides of the pathway and 
crowded about the door. The pipers 
marc hod off on one side, while the 
bridegroom lifted the girl from the mule 
and held lier in his arms. The girl's 
frEends thereupon threw earth at him 
when he hurried forward and carried 
her over the 
threshold through 
tho 


door, beating him all the time with 
olive branches amid much., laughter. 
This throwing of earth, this mock op- 
position and good no.lured scourging1 
appear to be a symbolized reHc of mar- 
riage by capture and a living explana- 
tion of the ancient Roman custom of 
carrying the 'bride over the threshold 
of her lover's house. 


"In the evening on such occasions thn 


pipers and drummers are called in, and 
the women dance, two nt a time, fac- 
ing each other. Nor does a couple de- 
sist until, panting and exhausted, they 
step aside to make room for another. 
The dance has great energy of move- 
ment, though the mcps are small. As 
IcaVofi flutter before the gale so oo they 
vibrate to the music—they shake, they 
shiver, they tremble. They al^o deride 
the men by clapping their hands and 
singing versrs." 


Tn SomaiilamI for seven days and 


nights before a marriage Is celebrated 
bride and groom are together shut 
closely In an all but airtight mat hut. 
The hut la two roomed, anrt the inner 
room la sacred, hut In the outer the 
young couple hold a dally reception, 
which Is ivonJerfully well attended, for 
every one In thr: tribe may come, and 
almost every one Ooc-a, Not only may 
nny ono and every one visit (he Incar- 
cerated bridegroom and u!s bride, but 
each visitor may say anything and ev- 
erything that he or she chooses. The 
jokf-s and the gibe.s, the criticisms and 
the advice, hurled at the luckless twain 
nna unthinkable, But they must ac- 
cept all silently and with apparent pla- 
ridlty. Presumably little lovemaking 
goes on within the nuptial rant huts, 
for the hpnt Is ina'ufferable even from 
'A .Somali point nf view, and the two lit- 
tle rooms are kept densely clouded with 
the sfnok* of strong incense, constantly 
rising 
from 
metal 
braziers on thi 


ground, 


In Egypt there nre many professional 


"brides' tirewomen," who make very 
handuome incomes. Among the Egyp- 
tians the tiring of thp brido Is a func- 
tion of even more importance and cere- 
mony than Is the nuptial rite itself.

otherwise he deplorably llmlteil- A few 
years ago It was possible for the mer- 
chant In evergreens to secure all tho 
trees he desired within a radius of 100 
miles o£ Now York city, this elty hav- 
Ins always been the distributing polnl 
for the greenery trade. The New Eng- 
land farmer used to be hnjipy enout'l 
to have the tree gatherers clear hir 
scrub land for him, but no\v he usualls 
charges these tree gatherers J2 per hun- 
dred for all the trees they take fron' 
his farm nnd Insists on their cnltliiB or 
standing brush, clean and clear, tn 
stead of selecting, as was once done 
only the most perfect growths. 


Today the finest Christmas trees corrf 


from Maine. They nre brought to Nev 
York tied In bundles, 700 bundles golm 
to. u oar and sometimes 100 carloads t. 
a train. 


A goodly supply of pine comes als 


from New Hampshire, nnd some sti; 


ies from up on tbe Hudson. One o 


the chief centers for dressed Christina 
creens, however, Is Ne\v Jersey. . For 
many years that section of the state 
\vhlt:h lies between Keyport and James- 
burs, just south of the Rarltan river, 
has been a territory devoted to. this 
tratle. Here the raw material that Is 
gathered from all the states ulons the 
Atlantic coast Is worked up Into deco- 
rative designs, euch as wreaths and ev- 
ergreen ropes. This work begins In Sep- 
tember at the time when the balsam Is 
gathered nnd before it has time to get - 
too dry. Tt is stacked around the sheds j 
and outhouses tn which t(ho work of 
"making" Christmas £rc9nery is car- 
ried on. This work is a very congenial 
occupation. Tt Is a sort of community 
ndustry. carried on chiefly by clusters 
of families, although some- of the mer- 
chants employ outside "hands," galher7 
Inij them up from the towns in the 
neighborhood. Most of the help consists 
of women and well grown children. The 
beginning of operations Is always wel- 
comed by the genial country people, not 
only because of the revenue H brings to 
the family coffers, but also on account 
at .Its social features. Their busy little 
workshops seem.very much like a New 
England sewing circle, the workers sit- 
ting around In conversation..exchanging 
ajl the gossip of the countryside. 


As a gener.il rule these women are 


paid by the piece, (getting 7 or.8.cents a 
dozen for wreaths nnd 25 cents a dozen 
for the larger pieces, such as anchors 
and crosses. .Some of the women make 
as much as 11.60 a day at tills work. 
Once n week, when tho.work Is nt Us 
height, an Impromptu dance Is held In 
one of the larger workshops,, the young 
fishermen and boatmen of the neigh- 
borhood being Invited to take part in 
the merrymaking. 


It is for making the Christmas "rop- 


ln^" that most of the. greens are used. 
Immense quantities being demanded for 
church decoration alone. 
One large 


New York departmental store last year 
placed an order for four miles of It. all 
of which was used in the decoration of 
the big: store. This roping Is usually 
made of the refuse of balsam and hem- 
lock. 


Hut pine and hemlock and balsam 


are not the only things necessary for 
Christmas decorations. Holly and mis- 
tletoe and laurel are still essential to! 
Christmastime, xvhile the various chil. 
mosses of Florida, everlasting, hitter- j 
sweet find Jersey cape flowers seem to 
he growing In popular favor. 


Mistletoe, of course, is supposed to 


come from merry old England, hut the 
fact Is that very little is Imported from 
that country. 


In the old days in England It -was a 


time honored custom for the housema'd . 
to ask for holly from the manservant, 
and with this holly she would decorate ; 
her master's ball. 
If the manservant j 


declined or In any way neglected to pro- 
vide her with the holly. It was the 
maid's Yulctlde privilege to appropriate 
a pair of his august breeches and null) 
up .the sumo In some place where they 
would be displayed to the cold blasts 
of the December wind, usually on the 
gatepost leading lo the highway. This, 
naturally, caused the poor manservant 
much embarrassment and

A few 
years ayo It was possible for the mer- 
chant in evergreens, to secure all thr- 
trees ho tie-si red within a radius of ICO 
miles of New York city, tills city hav- 
ing always been the distributing point 
for the greenery trade. The New ICng- 
land farmer used to be happy cnoug! 
to have the tree gatherers clear lilr 
Ecrub land for him, but navy lie usually. 
L'hnrKes these tree gatherers $2 per hun- 
dred1 for all tho trees they take froir 
his fa]-m and insists on their- cutting nF 
st muling brusli, clean and clear. In 
sleiid of sclenting, as was once dono 
only the most perfect growths. 


Today Ihe flnest Christmas trees coin 


from Mninc. They are brought to Nev 
York, tied In bundles, 700 bundles golni 
to a car and sometimes 100 carloads t > 
a train. 


A goodly supply of pine comes nl? 


from Mew Hnmpsmre. and some sir. 
comes from up on the Hudson. One n 
the chief centers for dressed Christmrr 
greens, however. Is New Jersey. 
For 


many years that see I ton of (lie stole, 
which lies between Kcyport and James- 
burg, just south of the Tlaritnn river, 
has been n territory devoted to this 
trade. Here Ihe raw material that Is 
gathered from all the states along the 
Atlantic const is worked u j r l u t n deco- 
rative designs, Eiieh as wreaths and ev- 
ergreen ropes. This work begins fn Sep- 
tember at the time when the balsnm is 
gathered and before it has time to get 
too dry. it is stacked around the sheds 
and outhouses In which the work of 
"rrmkhiK" Christinas greenery la car- 
ried on. This work Is a very rontrctilal 
occupation. It Is a sort of community 
industry, carried on chiefly by clusters 
of families, although some of the rher- 
chnnts employ outside "hands." yiUher- 
inc them, up from the towns in the 
ne'ghborhoort. Most of the help consists 
of women nnd well grown children. The 
beginning of operations is always wel- 
comed by the genial country people, not 
only because of the revenue It brings to 
tho family coffers, but also on account 
of Its social features. Their busy little ' 
workshops seem very much like a Mew 
England sewing circle, the workers sit- 
ting around in conversation, exchanging 
all the gossip of the countryside. 


As n general rule thcac women are 


paid by the piece, getting 7 or 8 cents a 
dozen for wreaths and 25. cents a dozen 
for the larger pieces, such ns anchors . 
and crosses. Some of the women make' 


much as $1.60 a day at this work. 


Once a week, when the work is at its 
height, an Impromptu dance is held in 
o:ie of the larger workshops, tHc younn 
fishermen and boatmen of the neigh- 
borhood being Invited lo take part In 
the merrymaking.
